|} TEN THOUSAND ACRES OF LAND INVOLVED. 


How Minnesota Property Is Affected by the 
Frederiksen & Co. Swindle. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., April 10.—([Special. /— 
From figures furnished by State Auditor 
Braden it is gleaned that more than 100,000 
acres of Minnesota land are involved in the 
great swindle of Frederiksen & Co. of Chi- 
cago, end Mr. Braden says practically all of 
this will be sold by the State May 1 because 
the interest on the certificates has not been 


d. 
* & Co. bought State lands at 
delinquent taxes, paying for them the re- 
quired 15 per centdown. Then they would 
go to barikers and borrow money on the land 
certificates thus acquired. Then, selling 
some of these lands, they would buy more, 
and borrow more money on the notes and ob- 
ligations given them in exchange for the 


lands, in nearly all cases the certificates 


being held as collateral. They would give 
the purchaser of the lands a contract the 
value of which depended entirely on their 
personal responsibility. As they went in too 
deep they had to flee the country, and now, 
while the banks hold the certificates repre- 
senting the lands, the purchasers who put in 
their money have nothing but Frederiksen’s 
wort contracts. The Ist of May the an- 
nual for the payment of interest on 
nearly all of these lands will have expired, 
and the lands will be liable to State taxes 
once more. 

In holding these sales, as will be required 
by the statute, the policy of the State will be, 
so far as in its power, to protect innocent 
purchasers, but it cannot do this to any great 
extent, and where purchasers have rothing 
but their contracts with Frederiksen & Co. 
they must either purchase the lands at these 
sales or pay up the taxes and interest, and 
thus keep alive a shadowy interest. The 
losses in any event will amount to over

The fire had its origin there 
and foliowed the carefully laid trains of 
powder around through the hailways and 
inte every room in the house. 

Fred Marshall, an insurance adjuster, 
furnishes this information to the police. 

“ Dr. Madison was one of the chief stock- 
holders in the now defunct White-Light 
Burner company. This rubdbishin me cellar, 
worth about $100 at a f estimate, 
is a remnant i of the stock left 
on his hands. He had it 
insured in two companies which I represent 
—the Firemen’s of Dayton and the Ameri- 
can Centrai—for $2,500 each—#5,000 in all. 
We expecta satisfactory explanation from 
Dr. Madison.“ 

Every door in the house was locked at the 
time the fire originated and the person 
who laid the trains of powder must have 

ained entrance by means of a 
key, as all the windows and doors were un- 
disturbed. The police have found thedealer 
who sold the powder, but he was unable to 
give any description of the purchaser. The 
wrapper of the package of powder 
was found in the house and iden- 
titiead by the dealer, who remembered 
at once the date of the sale and the quantity 
sold, as it was larger than he had sold in 
many months in one lot.

Lorado Taft on American Sculptors. 

Mr. Lorado Taft delivered last evening at the 
Art Institute the last lecture of his course upon 
sculpture. He spoke of American Sculptors,” 
and devoted more time than they deserve to 
those of the early part of the century. The ca- 
reer of Hiram Powers, the most prominent of 
the pioneers, was described, though the lecturer 
thought his “Greek Slave pretty bad, and 
Crawford's success with his statue of Beethoven 
was mentioned.

The other day Tue Trisune referred 


briefly to the experience of the Argentine 
Republic with the grand Nauonal Mortgage 
Bank which it established four years ago, 
but it did not expect the collapse to come as 
soon as the above dispatch indicates. A 
fuller statement of the outcome of that and 
similar experiments in the South American 
Republic may be of interest to the Senator 
from California and to those people who 
have aliowed their imaginations to be capt- 
ured by his glittering promises to the 
farmers. 

As long ago as 1871 the Province of Buenos 
Ayres established a mortgage bank. Its plan 
of operations was somewhat similar to that 
of some corporations now domg business 
here. It did not directly lend money on 
mortgage, but it issued transferable mort- 
gage bonds or certificates on the execution 
of mortgages in its favor, which certificates 
were put on the market and sold for what 
they would bring. The province guaranteed 
the payment of the interest on the bonds, 
which was not to exceed 8 per cent, and also 
a yearly sinking fund of from 1 to 2 ner cent 
to provide for their ultimate payment. The 
amount loaned on any one piece of property 
was not to exceed 50 per cent of its value. 

In 1886 the Argentine Republic established 
a similar bank, with authority to do business 
in all the provinces, the Federal Government 
guaranteeing the payment of the interest 
and sinking fund. This measure was de- 
clared to be “a great boon to the people, for 
the reason that land is the great patrimony, 
the immense capital of the country, and 
every facility should be given to mobilize 
that capital and increase its value.“ 

What was the outcome! In 1887 the value 
of the landed property in the Province of 
Buenos Ayres, not including the city, was 
$930,000,000. This estimate, being based on 
sales and not on assessments, was probably 
very near the truth. By 1886, when the 
speculative fever began, the Provincial Bank 
of Buenos Ayres had outstanding mortgages 
amounting to $110,000,000. By the close of 1889 
the amount had run up to $250,000,000 loaned 
on land mortgages. Assuming that these 
mortgages were all made on a basis of 50 per 
cent of the value of the land, it appears that 
more than half of the land of the province 
was incumbered for all it would bear. It also 
appears that the province has saddled itself 
with a yearly contingent liability of some- 
thing over twenty-one million dollars. As 
the total population of the republic is but 
four millions, it will be seen that the tax- 
payers of this one province may have a heavy 
burden to carry. 

The National Mortgage Bank, beginning 
operations in 1886, had by the close of 1889 
taken mortgages for $165,000,000. Some of 
these were on land in the Province of Buenos 
Ayres, some on property in other provinces. 
In addition to these two institutions, with 
their Government guarantees, there were a 
number of other banks which have been do- 
ing a regular mortgage business on a large 
scale. How much they have loaned is not 
known. There has Also been a rapid increase 
of the public debt, that of the Province of 
Buenos Ayres alone being now over a hun- 
dred million dollars. 

It did not take property-owners long to find 
out that the Government banks were much 
less conservative than the private ones. This 
is easy to understand, for their vision was 
not sharpened by self-interest. Hence the 
man borrowing from the National or Provin- 
cial Mortgage Bank put a much higher valua- 
tion on his property than he would otherwise 
have done, and the correctness of his figures 
was not disputed. There was also a seeming 
increase in land values, owing to the issue of 
floods of paper money and the consequent 
depreciation of the currency. Seeing that 
money was easily gotten on land a fever of 
speculation seized everybody, and hence the 
enormous increase in the mortgages held by 
the Government institutions. Many of these 
mortgages, owing to the extensive system of 
overvaluations, are for more than the total 
value of the property of the debtor, who has 
simply taken this opportunity of disposing of 
his real estate to the State at a fancy figure. 

The bubble of speculation has burst. Gold 
is ata premium of 300 per cent. A paper 
dollar is only worth 33 cents. The day of 
reckoning is at hand. The taxpayers will 
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where, They boss the job,“ as they would 
put it themselves. 

And ot course the “ governing race have 
seized the lion’s share.

The Bohemians get one, 
Dvorak beng Chairman of Harbor and 
Bridges, and the Hebrews one, Jackson, the 
Committee on Public Buildings, which is as 
good as that on lonesome roads, 

The Irish get fifteen Chairmanships out of 
the twenty-one, and they are a majority in 
membership on nineteen of the twenty-one 
committees, as can be readily ascertained. 

Qullerton (Irish) heads the Finance Com- 
mitee. 

McEnuerny (Irish), the oily gammon mem- 
ber of the Council, gets the Judiciary. 

McGillen (Irish) is at the head of Rail- 
roads, 

Ryan (Irish aiso) is Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Fire and Water. 

Burke—“ Eddie”? Burke—(frish) sheds his 
radiance on the Committee on Gas as its 
Chairman. 

Murphy (Irish) will “boss” the Commit- 
tee on Health. 

Mahoney (Irish) is head of the Committee 
on Elections. 

Hickey (of Tipperary, which is supposed 
to be in Ireland) is Chairman of the South 
Side Streets and Alleys Committee—the 
most important next to the Finance Commit- 
tee of the whole list. 

Mulvihili (Irish) will look after getting on 
the police. 

Gahan (Irish) leads the Committee on 
W harves. 

Noonan, whose name sounds somewhat 
Celtic, gets Markets. 

“Billy” O’Brien (Irish) gets wharfing 
privileges to deal out. 

Kenny (Irish to the backbone and spinal 
marrow) will boss the Bridewell Committee. 

Kelly (Irish) will look after local assess- 
ments. 

McCann (Irish) will do the printing, which 
ought to be in Gaelic. 

And Jim McHale, a broth of a boy” from 
the “ould sod,” will “take out” any fellow 
who dares to question the ascendency of the 
„goverumg race.“ 

Tous it wil) de seen that the Irish, who had 
but 20,000 voters in Chicago last fall, get 
fifteen times more than the Americans with 
82,000 voters, and eight times more than the 
Germans with 35,000 voters.

RAILROAD ie ~~ NOT CONFISCA- 
TION, 

The St. Paul Pioneer-Press does not sympa- 
thize with the Minnesota State Farmers’ Al- 
liance in the reckless assault that body made 
on the Federal Supreme Court, but it holds 
with Tun Trteune that the decision in the 
milk-rate cases was not correctly understood 
by the farmers. The Pioneer- Press properly 
says that the decision “does not deny to a 
State the right to regulate railroads but 
does deny its power to destroy them.” As 
Justice Blatchford said: “A railroad cor- 
“poration as an artificial person has the 
same right as a natural person to receive a 
“reasonable profiton its invested capital, 
„and this right cannot be avridged or taken 
„away without in effect depriving it of the 
„ lawful use of its property and denying it 
„the equal protection of the laws.” Justi- 
fable regulation of railroads must stop inside 
that limit. 

The recent decision will not impair the 
efficacy of maximum rates as established by 
railroad commussions. Such rates remain 
prima tacie evidence as to what charges are 
reasonable and just, and in order to escape 
them the carriers must bring positive proof 
to show they are unremunerative. The most 
radical railroad legislation on the statute 
books in Iowa and Illinois does not contem- 
plate more than that, and there is no good 
reason why any State should demand the 
power to compel carriers to transport freight 
ata loss. At common law the carrier was 
bound to carry for ali at a reasonable com- 
pensation, but in case an individual made 
complaint the burden of proof was on 
him to show that a particular charge was ex- 
cessive. However easy it might have been 
at one time for shippers to supply such proofs 
it was impossible for them to do so in respect 
to railroad rates. Information as to the cost 
of the line, amount of invested capital, move- 
ment expenses, etc., were beyond the reach 
of the ordinary shipper, and such facts could 
be proved only by expert witnesses. An 
ordinary shipper could not afford to pay 
thousands of dollars collecting expert testi- 
mony to prove that a charge amounting to a 
few hundred or less was unreasonabie. * In- 
asmuch, however, as the expert testimony 
and the facts and statistics bearing on the 
reasonableness of rates were all in the pos- 
session of the railroad companies it was 
thought just to shift the burden of proof to 
their shoulders and require them to justify 
their charges by proving them fair. That 
was the real purpose of the acts authorizing 
railroad commussions toestablish schedules 
of rates. The end sought was to prevent 
overcharging in order to pay dividends on 
watered stock and to hold the companies 
down to a fair return on their invested capi- 
tal. Hence official rates were prescribed as 
presumptive evidence in favor of the shipper, 
but the carrier could combat them and use 
any statistics or facts in his possession to 
prove them unfair. All this remains unaf- 
fectea by the recent decision. There is not 
& word in that ruling which justifies extor- 
tionate rates in order to pay dividends on 
chromo stocks or other fictitious capital. It 
merely affirms that rates cannot be reduced 
by the State so that they will deprive a rail- 
road of all profit on its actual investment and 
subject it to a loss. 

The recent decision in the Minnesota case 


some very valuable pointers. It suggests to 
the committee that the department is a gold 
mine, that it regularly levies on gamblers 
and liquor men, and that nearly ail its execu- 
tive men, from the Superintendent down, 
are rich and own large quantities of real es- 
tate, though they were ail poor men when 
they got on the force and their salaries are 
not large.

It is 
suggested that the committee will find they 
have grown rich by illegal levies, blackmail, 
favors to certain politicians and liquor-deal- 
ers, plundering disreputable women, and by 
numerous other methods of thievery. As the 
World says: 


Will any one explain how many of the Police 
Captains are able to wear costly diamonds, drive 
fast and valuable horses, and spend money 
lavishly within a few years after their promo- 
tion? Men whose yearly earnings in ordinary 
business pursuits amount to $2,500 are unable to 
indulge in such luxuries, and the fact that Police 
Oaptains do shows that re must be some other 
source of revenue. 


The invitation of the World ought to be 
‘promptly accepted, but the invitation of the 
New York Press is still more to the point 
namely; that the committee should investi- 
gate every department in the city, beginning 
with the Mayor's. It would at least be an 
instructive object lesson in the Democratic 
methods of municipai government, and would 
give the country a bird's-eye view of that 
gang of toughs, bummers, and thieves called 
Tammany, without whose heip the National 
Democratic party would be utterly impotent. 


THE MAJAH’S SUDDEN FLOP, 

Majah Jones has heard from John M, 
Paimer, his Senatorial candidate, and has 
been told by him that he must not make war 
on the whole of the Compulsory Education 
law, but only that part of it which may bear 
on the parochial schools. The Majah bas, in 
his blind, ignorant, unthinkmg way, been 
“going the whole hog.” He has been de- 
nouncing compulsory educawon of any kind 
as “ force,” as hideous tyranny, and an in- 
vasion of personal liberty to be resisted by the 
Democrats. Gen. Palmer, as his interview 
in Tun Tarnunze showed, knows that the 
voters of his own party will have none of 
that Georgia Cracker stuff and nonsense, and 
he has therefore told the Majah to crawfish 
at once, and the latter has promptly com- 
plied. 

It must be humiliating for this Georgia 
secessionist to be compelied to flop so sud- 
denly. Here he has been holding forth for 
months on the wickedness of compulsory 
education from the Georgia Cracker stand- 
point, and he is peremptorily told to change 
his tune and to fight only that part of, the 
law which relates to ecclesiastical schools. 


Probably within a week he will be writing / 


labored articles to prove that he and the 
Democrats and John M. Paimer have always 
been in favor of the State making truant 
children go to school, whether the parents 
were opposed thereto or not. 

There are some inconveniences about being 
the organ of a great statesman. If the or- 
ganist strikes. up a tune without consulta- 
tion with the ‘statesman ” he may learn 
soon after, as the Majah has done, that it is 
the wrong one, He may have begun on a 
wedding march and.may have to drop it and 
start in on a dirge, to the amusement of tne 
listeners. Or sometimes, after the states- 
man has given full instructions and they 
have been obeyed, he discovers that he has 
made a mistake, and then the organ has to 
flop with more quickness than grace. 

The Majah is not inconsistent; he has not 
mind enough to be that. He is simply fol- 
lowing the directions of his Sangamon 
County proprietor. 


CULLOM ON THE WRONG TRACK. 

The Washington dispatch saying that Sen- 
ator Cullom will recommend legislation cal- 
culated to force the Canadian railroads to ad- 
vance rates on American traffic seems to be 
confirmed. It is conceded that the low rates 
offered by the Canadian lines in order to 
take business away from the American roads 
are advantageous to certain American inter- 
ests, but the claim is made that “ the greatest 
good to the greatest number justifies legisla- 
tion to put the Canadian roads ou exactly 
the same footing as the American roads.“ 
This is misleading. The so-called American 
roads, eager to get the traffic now carried by 
tne Canadian lines, but unwilling to do so by 
offering competitive rates, have applied to 
Congress for legislation which will force the 
Canadian carriers to push up charges on 
American shippers or cease taking freight 
from this country. To increase railroad 
charges on Western farmers, manufacturers, 
merchants, and shippers in order to swell 
the gains of a few railroad stockholders is a 
policy coolly averred to be in the interest of 
the greatest number’’! - 

senator Cullom is said to regard a repeal of 
the privilege of transportation in bond as an 
effective way to make the Canadian roads 
desist from carrying American freight at low 
rates. Doubtless the assumption is true. 
The privilege of transportation in bond was 
given the Canadian roads by Congress twen- 
ty-live years ago with a view to promote 
competition between carriers and to encour- 
age the companies owning lines partly in 
Canada to compete actively for American 
freight, whichis to the advantage of our 
farmers, manufacturers, and merchants. 
Care was taken that tariff regulations should 
not interfere with such competition. For 
the same reason the Canadian companies 
were encouraged to build connecting lines 
into American territory and were aided to 
get the right of way they needed. The leas- 
ing of American roads or connections to the 
Canadian companies was authorized. These 
things were done to secure the advantages 
of Canadian competition in the transporta- 
tion of freight between the Atlantic sea- 
board and the Mississippi Valley for 
the good of the American public. The 
expectations were fully realized and the ef- 
fects of low competitive rates via Canada 
are now felt all the way from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific Ocean. The Canadian roads 
have kept out of the American monopoly 
pools and traffic association combines, and 
have secured American freight by offering 
competitive rates. These roads have saved 
to the people millions of dollars in freight 
rates. Let it is coolly proposed now that the 
privilege awarded them in order to encour- 


| age competition shall be withdrawn and the 


Canadian lines shall be forced to abandon 
tne transportation of American freight, 
which will then be monopolized by the roads 
in tue Wall street pool, which can advance 
ers without fear of Canadian competition. 
It is not too late’ for Senator Ouliom's com- 


| mittee to drop the scheme of stopping Cana- 
would

Louisville Journal; In Toe Cu1caGO TRIBUNE 
we find the following paragraph: 

Chicago has sent no aid to Louisville simply 
because Louisville bas more than once an- 
nounced her own ability and desire to take care 
ofher sufferers by the torn Chicago has 
never forgotten and will never forget the claims 
which the suffering of all the civilized world have 
2 her, and will ever respond promptly, cor- 
dially, and liberally to any call upon her grati- 


. tude and generosity. 


This is thoroughly well understood by every 
one. Had the difficulties at Louisville been so 
great as to paralyze our own energies an appeal 
would have been made frankiy to the whole 
country, and the response from Chicago would 
have been as liberal as from any part of the 
Union. Fortunately the generosity of the Amer- 
ian people knows no sectional lines. 

Louisville has demonstrated her ability to 


take care of her sufferers. The statement sent 


out from the Relief Committee showed this. To 
say that no aia would be asked was an announce- 
ment sufficient to show none was needed. To 
add that none would be refused was as a matter 
of course. To say you do not need help and 
then to abuse men because they do hot help you 
is ridiculous, 

The people of this country are ready to re- 
spond to any call for help, but only with heip for 
the needy, It would have been an imposition to 
ask aid to meet some of the demands before the 
Relief Committee. We have referred to one man 
who asked $1,000 to repair his six cottages. 
Another asked $1,500 to replace his household 


/ furniture. specifying the loas of one bedroom set 


costing $500. Now, the Relief Committee does 
not propose to have the charitable men and 
women imposed on by such sufferers as these. 


A Great Irrigating Canal. . 

The great Bear River Canal in Utah, for the 
construction of which $2,000,000 has been pro- 
vided, is expected to be one of the most exten- 
sive irrigation works in America, To get the 
river along the side hill along Bear Creek cafion 
and out on to the plain near Plymouth will ne- 
cessitate moving 220,000 cubic yards of solid rock, 
19,000 cubic yards of loose rock. 1,528,000 cubic 
yards of earth, and digging 1,200 feet of tunnel. 
This canal will irrigate 20,000 acres in Salt Lake 
Valley and 100,000 on Bear River, increasing the 
value of the land to $50 per acre, while fencing, 
building, and tillage are expected to double this 
valuation in a few years. Bear Lake is in South- 
eastern Idaho, The reservoir for this canal 
covers 150 square miles, and the canal will se- 
cure the irrigation of a territory extending to 


Ogden.
